China still holds within its borders 

vast mountain systems wholly un- 
known not only ta the Western World, 
hut to the Chinese themselves. 

Tatsivnlu, Szechwan Province, great bor- 
der gateway to Tibet, has been visited hy 
many travelers cOmMnEg fron the east; but, 
previews to my Visit, only two or three had 
crossed south to the borders of Yiinnan 
Province, Meager references. only had 
been made to a high mountain range to 
the south of Tatsientu, usually by travel- 
ers fussing west of Tatsieniu on thei way 
to Hatang. It remained for a National 
Geographic: Socety expedition ta locate 
definitely that stipendats range cilledl 
Minya Konka, photograph every ene of 
ibs peaks, tap them, and explore ther 
slopes for plants, birds, and animals. 

Onee, while in Chengtu, 1 was told by 
nissionaries of a high mountain to the 
south, which could be geen on clear days 
from the Chengtu Plain. I was asked it 
that coulkl be the mountain that General 
Pereira had in mind when he spoke of a 
high range which he thought came a close 
second to Mount Everest. I was able to

dispel that idea, for the mountam General 
Pereira spoke of to me was none other 
than the Amnyi Machen, west of the Yel- 
low River, whither T was then beumd.* 

In June of 1928, while exploring the 
Konkaling snow peaks to the northwest 
of Muli 7 beheld fram a ridge, at 16,300 
feet elevation, a series of snowy ranges, 
ane of special Interest far to the north- 
east, My Tibetan guides said this was 
Minva Konka, and another, nearer at hand 
and to the south of Minya RKonka, they 
called Muti Konka. 


EOUIPMENT FOR SEVEN MONTHS FIELD 
WORK 

I did not then connect Minya Konka 
with any mountains which might be seen 
from Chenegtu and-about which mission- 
aries hud told me. Bemg more than 100 
miles distant, as the craw flies, from where 
[ stood, the range was visible only with 
my field plasses ; but there loomed up a 
white pyrimd from its southern end which 
made me gasp, and I decided then and

had given orders at Mutirong and to other 


Hsifan villages to have everything. pre- 
pared, ane all day long women had climbed 
the -2,000-foot cliff, carrying woter in 
worden buckets. 

Hecause the mules could not climb up 
loatled, many Hsifan peasants were en- 
pra TO CITY Or Caniping supplies ip 
on ther backs. Each man carried a trink, 
or box, or tent, not only to our first camp- 
tig place, but for two days longer, up the 
Wathanran Pass and down ti another 
cant at Miumdon, the first Village in Chinla 
terntory, overlooking the gorges of the 
Yale. 


FIVE. GRUELING DAYS TO ADVANCE A 
FEW MILES 


Merely walking or climbing over asteep 
trail at heights of 16,000 feet is difficult 
enough, without carrying 8o to roo pounds 
onone’s hack. This feat was performed 


by the Hsifan- pensartts through fear of 
our lama, who represented the Muli king. 
From Wadeanran Fass we had a -won- 
dertul view over the Yolung gorpes, the 
river roaring 9,000 feet below us, while to 
the south loomed the rounded domes af 
Muti Konks. Far to the west rose the 
three sacred peaks of Konkaling. TP mar- 
veled at the toughness of the banrlits from 
Kenkaling who brave this journey! For 
260 miles, through canyons, neress tryera, 
and: aver rope bridges, 1 two or three 
weeks dangerous joumery, they crithe in 
the pursuit of their business, robbery. 
The scenery hereabouts 1 overwhelm- 
ingly grand. Probably its like cannot be 
found ¢lewhere in the work Where 
Mutt KRonks rears its.cternally snowecapped 
crown 19,000 feet into the sky, the Yale 
flows 12.000 feet below.

The magistrate, who lives in what used 
to be the residence of the former Chiala 
king. a filthy, dilapidated stone house, wis 
a friendly, well informed man, whe could 
endure his post only by sleeping from one 
bisa state to the next Sates s 

posite the magistrate 's house was the 
queen homlet Dever saw, called Taputz, 
or Big Shop, [tis a conglomeration of 
tall leaning towers and square stone butld- 
ings shaken by many an catthyuake, and 
vet the people tive unconerrnedly with 
huge rock towers overhangme them very 
houses. One pentle shake and they would 
be butted tn an avalanche of rock! Any- 
Where else in the world steps would be 
taken to demolish these dangetuus ruins, 
but the population of “Taputen lives in 
ulter tibiterence and calmly awrite the 
next tragedy. | 

Atevery approach to this village there 
stands an octagonal watchtower ¢ating 
lack several centuries, Either the old 
Chiala king was not wery secure in his 
position or else he and his subjects were 
harassed by outside bandits, such as the 
Hsjangchengwa. [twas also supyestel 
that these towers had been erected by the 
old Nashi King, Mutienwang, who once 
conquered this territory. This T doubt. 
for the towers here are of an entirely dit- 
ferent architecture from those built tiv the 
Nashi kitw itt Muli ane elsewhere to the 
scuth and west, 


AS EXISTENCE OVEWSHADIWED RY TEAR 


The people of this region live in fear 
nul trembling of the Konkaling and Hsi- 
anpeheng bandits, and the name Drashe- 
tongpen, chiel of the former, fills the 
hearts of men here with terror, The 
Minva Tibetans are indeed a gentle tace, 
They are the very opposite from their 
ceisins, the Drokwa, noinnicdls of the north: 
em grass lands, who, with the exception af 
the Neoloks, are the mest tmeouth, fenr- 
less, and aingasdont of all Tibetans, 

At Mutirong we hired fifteen vaks to 
give durexhansted nidles atest, But they 
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were unrily and often duniped or jonds: 
stoawe were foteed to! let them carry tn- 
breakibiles, such as the driers for our plait 
spectietis, herding, tents, and beans for 
our ainimals. One yak was especially wild 
and hooked one of ny imubeteers in the 
eoit, but fortunately not deep, and | marn- 
aged to fix hinup, sterilize, sew, and laaned- 
age his tather long flesh wound. 

Our trail now ted through wonderful 
forests of spruce, fir, and rhododendron. 
wnd past vak herders’ comps, where we 
could secure irech yak latter, much to the 
delight of our entourage. A. delightful 
march throtivh virgin forests aml over 
lovely alpine meadows brought ws toca 
cHnping spat samt tet miles below Chip- 
rin Puss, une of the highest on eur jour- 
ney. We pitched onr tents amon some 
willows alemg a-stream, with snow: peaks 
glistening ithe evening stn dined hem- 
ming in the valley on all sides. Tint night 
it snowed gently, but with dawn a bliz- 
zard started in eariest, and our Tibetans 
told us that unless we moved quickly and 
made for the pass it would be impossible 
for 18 to cross for several divs, 

[ shall never forget the breaking of 
camp that morning. [na driving Ilizenred 
we tacked our tents and bedelmg with 
numb hards As we left our catnpig 
place the blizxard mereased in fury. and 
Lalmest repented having started in such 
weather: but there wae no use Jacking 
hackward. Inmany respects it was beau 
tifal, riding through the silent, somber 
forest, & farryvland palace of snow anil ive. 

Same miles ahend we found a lene TL 
bein with some yaks. He was leaning 
AAT an will uf brick Tet. liv a imuch- 
Hampened fire and a capper teakettle THe 
hal fortunately ernssed the pass the day 
hefore aml told ns that it was thet -ctifl 
nepottable, altheugh deep in snow. What 
itowouldl be after a fiw: hours more srunw- 
fall none could say, 

On we went, over 2 pethless Inidseape, 
over fallen logs, ina thn blizearil, um- 
able te ste even a few feet ahead. Tt was 
like going inte a wall of impenetrable 
white, ground and sky being one. The 
Mult kites eoldters; with their hivh Tt- 
hetan bowts, pushed the snow ahead and 
mide atrallover the trackless waste. Had 
the weather not been 30 severe, we might 
have followed the slow viaks. which plewed

cold forbade us to move as slowly as: a 
vak, whose normal gait is phout two miles 
am hoa. 

The teail now ran through a-wornderftal 
forest, dnd, although we were sufferme 
from cold, T stopped at i4.joo feet to pho- 
tograph my entoyrage among the snow- 
laden firs and rhodotendrons, Beyond 
this forest conumenced the actual climh to 
the pass, linwlden m snow clowds and a 
wiirl of siawiakes. Just then, fortu- 
tately for us, five yaks; guided by a Ti- 
beta worn sind m1 MMi, appeared as 
from the eky. They had crossed the pass 
with diffienity, and what ia difficult for 
voks is often impossible for landed mules, 
These yaks had plowed a trail, which by 
the time we feached the pass had heen 
nevitly obliterntedd ly the bliexard. 


“TEE ODS ART, vieroRiets” 


As we ascended, the snow inerensed in 
depth and the blizzard m fury, for we 
were now above the timber-hne. Weck! 
toe nothing but a purplish white wall and 
| seerped lost ma whiting mass of white. 
Up and up we climbed wotil finally 1 anw 
through the haze of snowflukes o few 
sticks which denoted an obo, or cairn, atl 
hence the stonomt. Never did 1 excham 
more heartily with my Tibetans, “Lie 
rgellah, Lhe rgellah” (The gods are vic- 
torious), the accustomed shout of every

A THREAT FROM THE KONKALING DANDITS 


Fro Chengtst the trail leads down a 
plcasant valley, flanked by snqw-crowner!

of Minya, inhabited by the peaceful, seil- 
entary Minva Tibetun tribe, a most inaf- 
fensive, obliging, happy-go-lucky people. 

At Maudju 7 wes miormed that the 
hamlit chief af Konkaling, Drashetsong- 
pen, liad arrived, wath his horde of Soo 
onthiws, at the Yahuny, ated that they were 
then prepared to cress that river, a letter 
having beer received [rom the Tibetans 
to that effeet. 

The Minya Tibetans, whose hones had 
een burned! several tims by these same 
Hutliws. prepared to resist this advanev. 
(th previous rails the Minya people could 
only flee into the hills aml lenve their’ 
homes te the robbers, bur during the last 
three years they hail arnici) themselves 
and new meant to make a fight. 

Of late the Minva Tibetans, instead of 
living m scattered small houses, have 
turned to large fortresslile commmity 
hoses built of rock, looking like prisons 
of the Middle Ages. | 

So.as not to fall into the hans of the 
Korkaling outliws, who had threntened 
to rob amd murder as when we attempted 
tu visit ther stronghold, the Konkaling 
peeks, we avoiled the mam mond aed weet 
dpa volley to Yolonglisi, where a large 
stone hese, ores a stimmer residence of 
the Chinkn king, still stuns.

From the Tsen Press the trail descends 
itt a long zigeag inte the Tsernm Valley, 
named after a Trbetan homlet oeir its 
ruth, eiriel = Hl the base rif 27 , CSOK Port 
Nvambo Konka, the southernmost peak ot 
the range.

FOUR MONKS ARE SituT OFT FROM WORLD

For six months in the year this monas- 
tery is shut off even from that. remote 
world represented try the yak herders of 
Yulunghsi, for the Tsemt Pass is snow- 

acl aned impassable, 

We were escorted into a siitare store 
hose having a courtyard filed with mud, 
ind up over an old sapelne statrwiv to a 
balcony which led toca chatting hall and 
a narrow room with a chapel on one side. 
This was the residence of the living 
buddha, who at the time of Gur visit was 
staying at the new monastery of Lult, 
near Ytalorphst, 

A. small window overlooking the glacier 
valley permutted a perfect view af Minya 
Konka under favorable weather condi- 
tiotis, but it was not then visilile. 

A. fresco on the wall represented the 
meuntain pet Dordjelutru, of which 
Minva Konka is the mmanifestation. (sec 
illustration, page 415). In the dim chapel 
there stood agoiden chorten studded with 
stmiprecions jewels and, as my camp cat 
faeed the fatticed chapel door, the chorten 
remained in full view. 

Knowing that a chorten usually con- 
tams relics, [ asked the treasiirer what 
night be in it, He explained that it 
served ax the final resting place fr the 
body of a former incamianon of the living 
buddha, who had diel sre sixty years 
ayro. 

The Karmapa sect if much older than 
the yellow sect. "The treasurer stated that 
tis monastery was more than Goo yeurs 
ald. Its ippearance did met belie the 
Steet. 


A WEIRD, NIGHT WITH A MUMMY For 
COM PAN box 


All was quiet and hushed, as | lay aon 
my camp oot fncmy the tomb of the buddha 
whose room occupied. Outside, the pin- 
cier stream reared, the thunder rolled, and 
Durdjelutry sted an electrical display in 
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this weird earyon. I shivered. Here, all 
alone, mm the presence of a sacred mummy 
ina hoary Jamasery, | listened to the tem- 
post breaking over the iy peak of Minya 
Konkn.

to the chorten containing the mummy. 

Every afternoon for more that half a 
centiary the buddha has reecived ths daily 
homage, 

The litthe monastery, built on a narrow 
terrace above the glacier stream, starule in 
aw very bower of gorgeous rhododendron 
(see Calor Plate IV). 


A TIBETAN WARNING TO LLERETICS 


The tountam god apparently looked 
with faveron our ven, The following 
moming, when T rose at 4 o'clock anel be- 
Helil the suurnt peak coli and gray in a 
bluckish green cloudless skv, | called my 
men, and after a tasty “breakfast we 
climbed the caphinge slopes lack of the 
monastery tu the spur Se [len raut nye thie 
ucho and Konkan valleys, For hours we 
climbed! the steep slopes through a won- 
erful mosaic of colors of various alpine 
fowers. Finally we reached the narrow, 
rocky backbone of the rilge at 17.200 fect 
and foun ita mass of broken, loose sebist 
aid slate. “The sun.was over Minva Konka 
and no chads as yet hal made their ap- 
pearance save in the shape af a long veil 
which stretched eastward from the very 
brow of the peak. 

I sat on a bowider! and drank in the 
granideir and beauty of the hokl scone. 
Far below, barely visible as mmere speck, 
wre the lnmasery (see ilhistration, page 
gi8). When IT hacl absorbed a: lasting 
mental pictire of the majestic pancrania, 
we descenledd. 

On the gate to the chapel in) my ricm 
hung a long strip of hempeloth with. a 
Tihetun inscription, I was told it dealt 
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with the history of the monastery and 
Mita Konka. Lnreality, as | later learned, 
it represented mainty a enlogy to Dordye- 
lutru. It deckired that there is no nore 
beatiful spotunearth than Munya Konka, 
ar! that one tight spent on the mountam 
is equivalent to sitting ten yeors im mecdli- 
tation in one's hewse and praying con- 
stantly ; that one offering of burning jim- 
per boughs is equivalent vo hundreds of 
thousands of prayers. 

According to the inseription, Piscdiim 
Sambhava, the Indian teacher aud foander 
of the red lama sect, pronounced! Darelje- 
lutry equivalent to Shenresig (ichetiteal), 
the Avalokitesvara of India, and of the 
same origin; also, all the totelary deities 
of the lama choreh dwell within this sa- 
cred thountain, and anyotie guzing upen 
the perk will have all his past sins wiped 
off the slite, so that he may begin life 
anow! At the end a warning Is given 
to the effect thatanyene oot beheving this 
isa wicked being and a heretic. “The clos- 
ing lites are ineattatioris to the mctntan 
gal (see illustrntion, page bg). 

Chir explorations of Moni Ronkn com: 
pleted, we turned again southward with 
atir collection of tegatives and onlor pilates, 
hut by acdiiferent route, via Wushi and 
Raurong, leading through still more won- 
derful forests of fit, spruce, and birch. 

Baurong,.a Hsifan hamlet, on the east- 
erm banks of the Valuing, isa mass of rains. 
The people are poor, a8 their houses have 
been brerned and looted by the Kembaling 
laaulits, who use the Muli king's ronda to 
cross the Yalung, and then loot and mur- 
der without mercy: It wasat Poureng that 
the living buddha of the Konkn Monastery 
ance met Drashetsougpen, with his horde 
af outtaws, and was robbed of everything, 
ever tothe very clothes he wore. 

At Gendshid, a boralet.on aligh terrace 
westof the Yalung-and in Multi-country, 
the peasants told me that once Drashe- 
ptnwpen and his men swooped down on 
them, anid all the village people fled to 
the mountiins, abandoning. their lonees. 
When they learned that the bumdtts were 
crossing the Walung to Ekrurong they te- 
turned to their homes, finding to their 
relief that the outlaws had leit everything 
dritowched, having stolen only frewooed to 
hoi! tea! Burt Baurong, 1m Chinese ter- 
ritary opposite, was burning ail the peas-

ants there had been robbed of all their 
effects andl live stock. The bandits haul 


‘not molested the Gendshu peasants be- 


case they were subjects of the Mul king, 
with whom the cutliws were on friendly 
bernis. 


ANEW ROME BRIDGE ATRETCHED Fon THE 
EX MEM TION 


At Baurong the Yalung wis a) fierce 
torrent of consilerable width. It tid to 
be crossed hy means of a single rope 
bridge. Our caravan was very formidahle, 
the lowds: and animals hein unesully 
heavy, The Hstian peasants decilid to 
make m new rope and stretch if across the 
river to strengthen the bridge. A mative 
attached himself to a wooden slider and 
pulled himself slowly across, dragging the 
new rope after him; then he lashed it to 
the old rope with willow leaps. 

It took ws two days to negotiste this 
crossing aver the Yalung. The “bridge” 
itself was merely a Tope of twisted cane- 
stilks, along which every man, animal, and 
load ‘had ta be passed ona sort af oak 
sled, like ont aerial tramway. We lost tw 
miles here when the sted split im the cen- 
ter and left the antinadls suspended) wer 
the middle of the stream bed. The only 
way to free an animal thus suspended! and 
at the same time clear the rope bridge ts 
itr one wan ta crawl eut and cut. the 
leather straps to whieh it is fastened, ‘This 
lets the mule fall, Ineking and splashing, 
only to disappear. very saute m the surging 
waters Gf the Valurig. 

To cross the river after olservitig such 
a epectacle is a hit disconcerting, but our 
proverbial luck was with us aml we ar-

Verpil, ever in his lifetime, had the uni- 
versal adimiratim of his countrymen: hus 
contemperiry potts or poetasters allowed!

to him. Once ot the thenter, when some 
ot hig-verses were recited, he happened to 
he present and to his surprise the whole 
house arose and greeted him; The Em- 
peror himself was not treated with greater 
attention, 

Vet Vereil was shy ened) dled met court 
public applause. As be walked the streets 
at Rome or Naples he distiked to be 
marked out, and would bide in doorwars 
to eeipe thie notioe of passers-by, 

Many ancients wrote treatises on hrs 
poems, many leetored on varius phases of 
hit works. This continued for centunes. 
The early Cliristiin writers, especially st 
Aurivtine, were ardent adnmurers of the 
Mantuin, and revere! him as no other 
poran. had heen. There tracligiun, 
thoueh rather conbttul, that St. Paul once

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excliined: “O gereatest of 
alia! | have mace of you tT 
fone) vou still abve lt 

The mimber of excellent tiannseripts 
preserved to us from the fourth ancl firth 
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centuries bear witness to his Romalerity 
sabe] prestige: sunny img thie mitimthis. Wherever 
Roman rule prevailed there were the works 
of Verpil, the standard texts for theedue 
cation of youth. 

Later on, there was a decadence and the 
people became too ignorant to read his 
borne car enjoy his power; he then became 
somewhat a demigod ; a miigician’s powers 
were attributed to Sint ae fables and 
lenis surround him as no other writer 
mthe history of the world. As his mother's 
name was Magia Polla, same went so far 
as tu set therein a prophetic reason for 
these wild and weird beltefs. 

Christian reverence seems to have been 
linlt upon the belief that the Fourth 
Kelogue of Vergil was real prophecy of 
the coming of Christ, ‘There the poet tells 
af the new golden ape to come during the 
reign of Augustus—the birth of a won- 
dros child. The ¢arth is te we freed 
from guint and fear and dread, “He shall 
be given a life divine.” For this child the 
eatth will no longer need to be tilled to 
bring forth froit: the poots with swollen 
uilders will of themselves: return at the 
hour of milking: the herds will ma more 
fear the mighty lions ; serpents will perish, 
as will all poisonous plants. Goodly pur- 
ple grapes will hang ameng wile heaiablas. 
oaks wil distil honey : nay, every land will 
hear all fruits, and there will he no need 
for the harrow or the plow or the prun- 
ing-hook; the rams in the meadows will 
change their fleece to saffron vellow, to 
scarlet red of royal purple, and all things 
Will exult in this wondrous babe, the oi- 
spring of the gots. | 

Vergil’s prayer is that such length of 
days may be granted hint-te tell of these 
marvels tid to chant with inspiration the 
wonders of the polden age. Quite ob- 
virusly, to those familiar with the Old 
Testament, all this suggests certain ehap- 
ters of Isaiah, which prophesy the coming 
af the King of Kings and the Prince of 
Peaer.

Others, not satisfied! with bestowing on 
Vergl an honorary doctorate in Chvirty, 
wished! to do the same in pliliasryptiy ture! 
he owas hailed as the Piato of the poets, 
though there is yery little Platonic phi- 
losephy tm his writings :‘in. fact, he secs 
not addicted to any particular schevil. 

Dante, in his “Divine Comedy,” is. far 
more logical and quite orthodox ; he makes 
Vergil his gaide and eorapanion in his pil- 
grimage to the Inferno and the Purpa- 
torio; he heaps upon him. titles and epi- 
thets of bonor, distinction and affection, 
all of the highest order, Lut always within 
the range of a pogan poet, 

In view of rather recent political crises: 
tnd changes, it would seem that Dante's 
sighs fora united arid supreme Italy were 
inspired by his constant study of Vergil. 
As we have sten, the Mantuan was eyer 
yearning to make Rome embrace all Italy 
and to make all Italy how to Rome. 

Many other poets have found in Vergil 
their Pierian Spring nnd have ithink deep 
therefrom. As Dante, the father of ail 
modern literature, so, too, Chaucer, the 
father of English literature, and his mariy 
followers down ta aur own day, felt the 
mspirational power of Vergil's genius ane 
have taken hem-as their master and their 
madel, their sage guide and faithful escort, 

ITALY'S DEBT TO VERGLI, 

Vergil has done much for Italy. His 
“Kelognes” depict in loveliest verses the 
pastoral life af the shepherds. His “Genor: 
ges give a complete course in rural didaec- 
bes for the ftulian farmer; his: greatest 
work, the “Atneid,” gives an ancestry fir 
the Rowans hack to the grinds, sit] prophe:- 
sies a futere of unparalleled glory and 
splendor, When Alexander the Great wis 
traversing, vietiniously, over eastern En.

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CHATEAU LAND—FRANCE’S PAGEANT 
ON THE LOIRE 


YOMBER donjons clinging to scarp 
and elit; towers aml turrets flung 
sturk against the bluc; hroken ‘bat- 

tlements lording it over hill and valley ; or 
fairy walls rising undinelike froin shucly 
waters—aof such are the chateaux of Old 
Touraine and its neighboring provinces. 

France numbers her chateaux by hun- 
dreds, of course; but the “chateau coun- 
try,” properly speaking, is that stretch 
from Orltans- and Blois down through 
Lanveas and Chinon, Here, along th: 
azure Loire, France's longest river, anid of 
trilunries like the Cher, the Incdre, anil 
the Vienne, these superbly wronglt resi- 
dences of king and noble are strung as 
thick as pearls in a “s necklace. 
In this favored recion beauty tlasps hauls 
with history, architecture with site, and 
rumance sheds its mellow glow over trag- 
edy to evoke perpetual echantient. 

It is not-strange that thes is.sq, Lown 
to Louis SEV the Loire provinees, vay 
cially Old ‘Touraine, were the chosen rest- 
dences af the kings, whe preferter the 
more advantageous sites in this “Yarden” 
region to the sandy, swampy areas of 
Versuilles, Here, too, France hus stuyed 
nny of the greatest events in ber history, 
especially from Joan of Arc’s cfaky down 
ti the stirring tines of W870. ‘The Leuire 
itself, before the railroads came and noavi- 
gitton practically censecdl, was for cen- 
tunis the chief trade route and highway 
of communication between the Mectter:- 
fancan and Atlantic.

ONE OF THE POST-WAR STATES OF TIE 
HEAR EAST 

After the World War, when Frenel 
cavalry were searching Palestine ond 
Syria for dispersed Turkish and Germati 
troops, they entered the country of the 
Ansarivel: (also called the Nosairis ), sane 
sixty miles northof Beyronth. Here live 
several tnportant tribes which had re-

Here we saw a altar, a 
rectangular, whitewashed block of clay as 
wide and high as a small table, surrounded 
by a low wall. On the altar stood a long 
row of small plates on which perfumed 
charcial smoldered. “The whitish smoke 
clung to the ground and could be seen 
from afar (see jage 457 )- . 

Through my interpreter TP asked ana- 
tive ‘about the altar, He pretended to 
know nothing about-it: Furthermore, | 
was mute to understand that the inquiry 
On. ITY part wos not polite, as questions 
concerning the Almoutte religion are pro- 
hibited; bet later T observed that on cer- 
tain days every woman of the willage 
placed on the altor a small plate contain- 
ing incense. Under the altar rested the 
remains of a samt, the skeleton of a vil- 
Inge priest, of that of an elder of the 
tribe. 

The last Alnotite village through which 
we passed, nestled at the foot of a large 
hill where, later on, we were to make im- 
portant archeological discovertes. (On the

Lone 
stones: with gutters cluseled in them led 
the water into the botterm «1 a large jar, 
from which the overtiow ran off into the 
| er mind! through holes prerced in a stone. 

n addition, for times of dlrought when 
springs tin dry, a walled-in well was built 
next to the water avstem, A window in 
the tamb was designed ty enable the dead 
king to réneh the well vastly when thirsty. 

When we hited the heavy stone ouver 
from the well and removed the earth that 
had fallen into the shait. we saw  Spear- 
kling water below, good to the taste anid 
apreeably cool, From then cn our trative 
workers drank only the water from the 
well of the kings’ tombs of Minet-el- 
Heida. | 

Sixty-five feet-to the west we fottad o 
second king's tomb, with mighty flag- 
stimes covertny the passage that led to 
the actual Dural chamber. When we re- 
moved the earth from the entrance, the 
frst flagstones suddenly fell over, Probe 
ibly, during one of the frequent earth- 
quikes that occur along this coast, they 
had bern tipped out of their vertical posl- 
tion. Unsuspectingly we had removed the 
earth thatcheld them im place, 

Chenet and T had jist time enough to 
jump: aside, Lut it was too late for the 
workman who was digging: there. He 
was hurled across the shaft, but. fortn- 
niufely, one of the fallmg stones jammed 
crosswise, so that he escaped with shock 
and a slightly triised thigh. Liberal bak- 
sheesh andl otir universal remedy, iodine, 
coon cured him. 

With preat expectations we started to 
excavate the corridor. Carefully we re- 
moved the enrth and cleared the beauti- 


Ts 


fully built steps that led down to the 
actual burial chamber. On the sides: of 
the steps lay mumerius pikces of clay put- 
tery, including plates, dishes, and jars 
which probably had once been used for 
food and drink for the dead (page 304). 

On one of the lowest steps stood a 
tragtiiicent alabaster vase, apparently of 
Beyptian origin. Its noble lines rernind 
ove of similar vases removed from tons 
of the Mharaohs of the roth dynasty Labout 
re 1 C.). “Tt is completely minct, and 
when held against the sun the light shines 
through it, showing the marnvwreal design 
af the alabaster (page 507). 

One step lower lay a painted Mycenean 
vase, unusually beantiful, and next to it, 
in front of the entrance to the actual lurial 
chamber, the skull of a young man, o 
servant who, according to the custome 
of these Hires, guarded the door te the 
tomb of his master. There is no doubt 
that the Egyptians reproached the Synans 
fit human sacrifices, whereas the Pha- 
ranhs contented themselves with syrilwl- 
ical wooden feures like the two guards in 
the tomb of “Putankhiutnve:n. 

TOMB ROWNERS OVERLIMOK VALU ANLES 

As we placed the treasures carefully in 
front of the door of the royal tomb. | 
thought of the discovery of Lorn Camur- 
vorvand Mr. Howard Carter in the Valley 
of the Kings. Like them, we asked our- 
selves: What does the burial chamber 
contain? An earthen wall surrcaneded by 
it Strong stone door frame concealed every- 
thing, Could we hopes Or should we 
prepare for disappomtments 7 

When we hol carefully removed 
enough earth fram the vault to enable ws 
te dig in it, Iving down or kneeling, we 
discovered, to our dismay, a hole m the 
stone ceiling. A workman thrust his hear 
throneh it from the outside and grinned 
at us, The existence of this hele meant 
that a long time age desecrators noust 
have entered the tomb threugh it and 
tified the vault. ‘Tlint has been the fate 
of many royal tombs in various parts of 
the world; thetr great wealth has been 
too enticing. Often it has happened that 
shortly after the death of a king. his 
own ministers would reopen his tomb and 
rob it of its treasures.

AN UNENOWN LANGUAGE IN

In a room divwled by three pillars we 
came upon a_large number of ¢clay tablets 
covered with cuneciform text. We. had 
found the palace library! ‘These writings 
promise to reveal most valuable infurma- 
tion conceming the history of the ancient 
Near East, Some are written in Baby- 
lomian, the diplomatic languaye of that 
time, and deal with important government 
treaties, One provides for the exchange 
of prisoners of three previously unknown 
cities on the Mesopotamian boundary: 
Havilu, Halbini, and Panashtat. 

But, to our amazement, we found that 
the majority of the tablets had been in- 
scribed in a language the existence of 
which no one had ever surmised! Ari— 
an extraordinary thing—it is in an al vra-

Up to now the origm of an alphoalset, 
probably the most wonderfal achievement 
of the human mind, has been considered 
of much more recent date. Only through 
this instrutnent did writmg, reading, and, 
with these, the entire field of knowledge, 
become aecessible to the masses. Prior to 
this development, only priests and mulers, 
ifter a long period of study, could fathom 
the mystenes of Egyptian hieraglyphics 
al Babylonian ideographs, with which 
weapons they were assured of their power 
over the ignorant masses: 


Beheving thot the notations of the 
Greek historian Herclatus. were correct, 
many scholars have pratsed the Phoenicians 
as the inventora of the alphabet. Chir cis- 
covery indicates, however, that, long before 
the Phoenicians, the kings of Ras Shama 


used f. genuine olphabetical seript for 
their diplomatic correspondence. People 


linve tacked their brains, wondering with 
what signs Moses wrote his Tablets of the 
Law; he may have had an alphabet,
